Lent and bad weathor have
set in together, and are keeping, thus far,
most inseparable and disagreeable company,
The atreets are frightful with mud and water,
and ahmost incessant showers, coupled with
chilling gusts of windy March, render out.
door locomoetion anything but pleasant to thosa
who are fond of the comfortahle,

TIE EXPORITION,

Dulness and an indescribable fesling of
ennut 8eem Lo previail on all sides, as this triste
peason of penance and sobriety is dragging
ity weary length along. Mid-Lent will afford
& briel respite from  these melancholy days,
and antil arrival we content ong-
selves with pleasing anticipations of better
times coming, To those who dare brave the
weather for o trip to the Champa de Mars, the
Exhibition building offers much to interest
and amaze, in wandering over its gigantic com-
partments, and watching the bustle and activity
attendnnt upon preparations for the approach-
ing day of opening.

Goods, curiosities, ete., are arriving en masse,
and being assigned to their vespective places.
The section allowed to British exhibitors is
particularly alive with workmen and merchan-
dise, while that belonging to the United
Btates is comparatively quiet and unoccupied.

A TAX

It i= gaid that o petition, originating in Paris,
has been addressed to the Senate, asking thut
a special tax be imposed upon &l resident
btiachelors in the Empire. Fomale signatures
are nnmerous on this petition, which, if sue-
cessful, will be an additional incentive for
old fellows to remounce, as Artemas Ward
gays, “‘a state of single rechedness.” Poor
Artemas, the celebrated American humorist,
died last week at Southampton, England. Ha
had met with a decided guccess in London,
and made many warm friends among the citi-
zens, who, like his admirers in Europe and
America, will lament his untimely death, His
lectures on his trip to Utah and lifs among the
Mormons wera much rebshed by the London
public. ‘It is proposed,” says a London
paper, ‘o bring his body to London from
fSouthampton, where he died, for interment in
Kensal-Green Cemsetery, and his countrymen
will erect over his remaing a suitable monu-

RECONSTRUCTION.

—_———

Reconstruction Meeling at Montgomery
—The Whites and Blacks Fraternlzing
—~HResolutions Passed to Support the
Miinwary Bill, Eto.

Mosteomery, Ala., March 26.—A reconstrue-
tion meeting was held in the Representative
Chamber in this city last night, at which the
whites and blacks fraternized.

The following is the call of the meeting:—

The undersigned, who are in favor of the
establishment of peace and the renewanl of pros-
perity, invite thelr fellow-citizens of the eliy
and county of Montgomery to n public meeting
In support of the rulluwlur measures, wileh, in
thelr ballef, will uccomplish that end:—

1. That the rer;lulrumeul.s of the Military Re-
consiruction bill be heartily complied with,

4. I'hat the Btate Goveroment, when newly
orgnuized, be presented to Cougress under
chnrge of men fn whom that body will contlde,

4 Yhatall men have a cordinl welcowe Lo
politien] equallty upon this basis,

A resolution was adopted to carry out ear-
uestly the requirements of the Military bill,
and pledging support in the coming elections
only to men inflexibly favoring the integrity
of the United States and the vitality of all its
powers—thus showing plainly that the spirit
and purpogses of the Rebellion have been
thoroughly abandoned.

A resolution was algo passed eulogizing the
vonduet of the blacks, who are entitled to
political equality; and one concurring in the
recommendation of the Huntsville Convention
for u Btate Convention at the capital of true
Union men, to restore the State in accordance
with the lnws of Congress.

The mesting was addressed by A, C, Feldar,
Doster, and SBemple, formerly Rabel officers,
General Wager SBwayne and Johm C.
Keffer, mainly endorsing reconstruction,

Among the Vice-Presidents wers General
Wager Swayne and Governor Patton. The
froedmen cheered General Swaype and the
other speakers enthusiastically. The meeting,
which was the largest and most harmonious
since the days of secession, closed with three
cheers for the old flag and the Union.

We Infer tuat the practical good antielpated
from the meating ealled at the Uapitol on Mon-
day 15 to glve tone and direction to popular
opinion; and although Lthe exict phrassclogy of
the call may be objectionable in some respoeots,
still we are Jed to believe that the movement
has beon prompled In n wise and lberal splrit,
and that, if judicloualy sustalned wnd carried
out, will result o no injury,

What shinll be the precike line of aetion
adopted beyond that foreshndowed by the oall,
wa are nol advised, bul the mesting, when
organized, will be in the keeping of those who
muy sce proper Lo takeo part lu I procesdings,
nnd we are not certain that every one who
feols an interest in the country should not be
there, whether fesling Ilike belng ocom-
mitted to all that mnt’ be done or
pot, Whatever may be the determination
of our frlends in regard Lo this matter, we
feel confident that they will be guided by no
tactious, turbulent, or rebelllons spirit, and
that they will offer no prosoriptive opposition
to those who may honestly differ with them ns
to the course Lo be pursued. It is by all monns
desirable that there should be but one organl-

sation, and that should have an eye slogle to
the common good,

In other words, in the year 1865 we spent
£620,000,000 more than we received; in the
year 1806 we received &200,000,000 more
than we spent, It is equally gralifyinf to
notice that, although many articles taxed in
1865 were in the free list in 1866, and many
other artlcles had their tax materially
legsened, yet the Industry of the country
paid #5,000,000 more internal revenue tax in
1860 than it did in the preceding year. The
receipts of 1806 were 45,000,000 more than
1805, the expenditures S772000,000  less,
ghowing a net difference to the nation for one

Mavoxm, N. Y., March 24.—The indices which
here point to & movement among the *Fenian
men' for another invasion of Caunnda have the
same degree of indefiniteness that distinguished
them at 81, Albaus, at Ogdensburg, and at other
places along the border. So secretly are the
movements of the Brotherliood carried on that-
the atmost perseverance faile to draw out any
thing upon which an opinion can be based as to
the design of the F, B.)s in the watter, Every
one here, however, spenks of the “luvasion” ns
an aflair the happening of which Is a foregone
conclusion. 1t forms the principal topic of con-
versation on the street, is dwcussed, pro und
gon, with no little degree of vehomence, and
the Maloneites are living in daily expectancy
of another irroption of Celtic patriots similar
to that which distinguisbed the “campalzo” of
1868, How or when it will take place, though,
they are totally lgnorant, and, as & consequence,
gurmises and rumors regarding It are

It will be remembered that last year this
town was made the rendezyous lor the inva-
ding forces, nod after the fissco la Caunada no
jess thau two thousand five huundred Fenians
were congregated here, where thelr prineipal
officers were arrested by the troops under the
orders of General Meade. The citizens speak in
the highest term of praise as to the quiet and
orderly manner in which the “invaders” con-
llucu-dy themselves; and judging from the fre
quent expressions of opinion that T bave
heard here, T feel no besitancy in saying that
the people of Malone have a most decided sym-
pathy with the movement, The population of

EXTENSIVE SERIES OF SWINDLES.

Nearly Two Thounsand Merchants Vics
timized—A Bogus Insurance Patrolman
~His Arvest and Arralgament,

A rather novel ease of swindling, by whioh
nearly two thousand merchanty of this city
have been defrsuded of various snms of money,
before Justice Hogan, at the
Tombs, yesterday afternoon. From the evi-
dence hafore the court, it appears that & man
pamed Willlam Martin, on or about Septem-
ber 4, 1808, commenced ealling on the mer-
chiants of this city with a paper purporting to
Lz a subgoription list for the avowad purpose of
raising a fund for the aid of the gick and desti-
tute members of the Insurance Patrol, at the
same time representing that he was authorized
to receive subseriptions for such fund, and
that he was a member of the Insurance Patrol
himself,

The honesty of Martin was not brought in
guestion, and the matter being favorably re-
ceived, almost every merchant applied to sub-
goribed from #5 to 15, Martin, as the sub-
scription list shows, had called at least eight
times at the store of Mr. H. B, Claffin, on each
of which he received #10, and doubtless many
other merchants have received repeated ocalls
from Martin; for, according to appearances, he
was disinclined to shun any gentleman who
would be at all likely to add a dollar to his

| subscription list. Every hotel, banking-house,
Iﬂhi}t-ping office, ete,, in the city had been

visited at least once or twice a year by Martin,
and solicited, alike with the merchants, to aid
the sick and indigent members of the Insu-
rance Patrol.

On the 20th of December last Martin ealled
upon Mr, Walter H. Lewis, No, 7% Leonard

learued that Martin was a swindler, but did
not see him aFaiu till yesterday, when he re-
appeared in the store and asked Mr. Lewis for
further aid. Instead of receiving it, however,
in the manner he anticipated, Martin was
waited upon by Officer Gireen, of the Fifth
Precinct, and taken to the Tombs. On search-
ing the prisoner the subscription list, con-
taining the names of at least two thousand
merchants and other business men of thiscity,
with the sums subscribed by each, making in

| the aggregate not leas than ten thousand dol-

lore, was found upon his person.

dling, snd not detected till now, seems re- |

charging him with obtaining money under
fulse pretenges, and Justice Hogan committed
him to the Toombs for trial in default of bail,
it appearing from Alfred Carson, Superintend-
ent of the Insurance Patrol, that Martin is
not & member of the patrol, and to tha best of
his belief never has been,

The accused is a native of this city, a boat-
man by ovcupation, and had nothing to =ay in
relation to the charge preferred against him,
It is understood that Martin has squandered
most of the money thus fraudalently abtained
in purchasing lottery policies, realizing abzo-
lutely nothing en his investments. His sub-
